The entire United States will 
be w atching Palm Springs Fri­ 
day — to see w hat action city 
council will take on its pro­ 
posed "shirt" ordinance. 
City Attorney Jerry 
Bunker 
reported today that the ordi­ 
nance is ready for presentation 
at the special meeting of coun­ 
cil at 10:30 a. m. Friday. 
Council directed him to pre­ 
pare the new law prohibiting 
men without shirts from e n te r­ 
ing cafes and bars — and a l­ 
though anticipating opposition 
and intense interest am ong Vil­ 
lagers, the city’s governing body 
didn’t count on the proposal re­ 
ceiving nation-wide publicity. 


MANY OUT-OF-TOWN papers 
and radio commentators, in re­ 
porting on the proposed ordi­ 
nance. asked "what's h a p p en ­ 
ing in the 'sun town.’ ” 
Councilman Jerry Nathanson. 
who proposed the controversial 
law. reported that he himself 
as a result of his name being 
mentioned in news dispatches, 
has received m any letters from 
Villagers and visitors a l i k e . 
Some express approval and o th ­ 
ers, of course, disapproval, he 
added. 


NATHANSON HAD proposed 
the ordinance to protect those 
persons who do not wish to sit 
next 
to shirtless 
men while 
eating or drinking. 
Attorney Bunker said th at if 
the law is enacted, it will be 
(tie first of its type in the Uni­ 
ted States, 
according 
to 
the 
findings of his research. A sim ­ 
ilar 
law is 
not included in 
Menlo’s collection, which 
has 
every type of law in existence, 
he explained. 
Now it’s up to the council, 
and w hatever they decide, the 
"shirt issue” in the “Sun Town” 
will become news throughout 
the United States again.

School Budget 


Hearing Set 


for Wednesday 


B o a r d 
of 
Trustees. 
Palm 
Springs Unified School District, 
was forced this week to revise 
their 1953-54 fiscal year budget 
and delete the proposed $40,000 
addition to N e l l i e Coffman 
school. 
Public hearing on 
tht new 
budget will be held at 7:30 p. 
m., Wednesday. August 5. in 
the Frances S. Stevens school 
offices. The public is invited. 


THE BUILDING project was 
deleted after the board was in ­ 
formed by the county superin­ 
tendent's office that anticipated 
income might not be as large 
as planned. All other items in 
the original budget remain the 
same. 
Dr. Arthur Hoff, schools su p ­ 
erintendent. reported that con­ 
struction of additional rooms 
was not needed this year, but 
would be needed by the 1954-55 
school year. The construction 
had been budgeted with this in 
mind, he explained. 


THE BUDGET which will be 
presented for approval W ednes­ 
day evening am ounts to $899,­ 
458. an increase of $29,828 over 
last year’s figure. 
Increases this year are in a d ­ 
ministration. instruction, a u x ­ 
iliary services, operation of the 
school plant, food service and 
community services, with d e­ 
creases noted in m aintenance 
of school plant, fixed charges, 
transportation 
of pupils and 
capital outlay. 
Despite the increase in the 
budget, It is estim ated that the 
school tax rate, set by the local 
board will remain at $1.355 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


Police Salary 


Increase Request 


Filed by Council 


Council W ednesday deferred 
action on the request of the 
Palm 
Springs Police 
Officers 
Association for a $50 monthly 
salary increase 
until the re­ 
tirement cost survey for city 
employes is completed. 
City M anager Russell Rink 
recommended that the request 
be filed, saying th at "if the 
gap between the cost of living 
and salaries should be closed 
for police departm ent person­ 
nel, it should likewise be closed 
for all other employes who are 
affected by the cost of living 
to the same degree as the police 
personnel." 


THIS WOULD necessitate an 
increase of 13'4 per cent and 
would cost approximately $61,­ 
000 a year, he added. 
Rink agreed with the associ­ 
ation that the cost of living has 
risen substantially above the 
corresponding salary 
increase 
since 1946, but said th at for 
the past eight months the Con­ 
sumers 
Price 
Index 
has 
re­ 
mained fairly constant.

FINISHED, IN OPERATION 


Palm Springs new, modern 
Small Animal Home, located on 
Ramon road is now in opera­ 
tion, City H um ane officer Pat 
Hegarty announced today. 
And the public is invited to 
inspect the premises, and es­ 
pecially to view the 12 hom e­ 
less dogs and two cats now be­ 
ing kept there until suitable 
homes are found for them. 
The Small Animal Home was 
constructed at a cost of approx­ 
imately $3000, and is modern 
in every detail. 
Hegarty 
in ­ 
cluded in the plans an inven­ 
tion of his own — a continuous 
sprinkling of water over the 
roof and sides of the building 
which keeps the temperature 
comfortable. 


THE BUILDING consists of a 
storage room, where cats also 
arc kepi, and five large kennel 
spaces. In addition, there is a 
large, fenced exercise area. 
Hours when o w n e r s may 
claim their pets or w hen Vil­ 
lagers m ay select new pets are 
from 8 to 9 a. m. and 4 to 5 
p. m., daily, and from 8 to 9 
a. m., Saturday and Sunday. 


PERSONS LOSING pets may 
also utilize a special service — 
checking 
the 
btllietin 
board 
near the entrance to the police 


station which lists descriptions 
of all dogs and cats at the ani­ 
mal home. 
Pets in the animal home, u n ­ 
der city ordinance. ar.e to be 
kept seven days only, but He- 
garty said that after this time 
he lias been caring for pets in 
his own 
home when he be­ 
lieves that he will be able to 
find a home for them. 


IN A NEW POLICY, lie said 
that all tips or donations re­ 
fused before will hereafter be 
accepted and the owner given 
a city receipt. These funds will 
be used to increase the time 
of caring for pets at the pound, 
he explained. 
He urged pet owners to sc 
cttre 
ircbiiSe tftgS for 
identification and restoration of 
the dog to its owner. 


TAGS ARE available at the 
city clerk's office and also from 
Hegarty. Cost is $2. regardless 
of sex. Identification cards are 
kept at the city clerk's office, 
police station and by Hegarty. 
An appeal w as also issued 
to persons who are planning to 
leave Palm Springs perm anent­ 
ly or go on vacation, and will 
leave their pets unattended, to 
b r i n g 
them to the Animal 
Home.

ARM Y ENGINEERS PLAN 
AREA GEODETIC SURVEY 


United States Army engineers 
were 
granted 
permission 
by 
council W ednesday evening to 
use several old 
buildings at 
the Palm Springs Airport for 
offices and barracks while they 
conduct a geodetic survey of 
the San Jacinto M ountains and 
the desert area. 
Presenting the request for use 
of the buildings was Airport 
lessee 
Malcolm 
Haskell 
and 
Captain Grady McDuff of the 
Army Engineers. 


McDUFF SAID that the heli­ 
copter s u r v e y would require 
three months and it will com-' 
plete four years work of m ap ­ 
ping from the air otherwise in­ 


accessible areas of the Pacific 
Coast. 
An a d v a n c e organization 
team will start operations in 
November, with the actual sur­ 
vey work to be done during 
January, February and March. 
Sixty men and four helicopters 
will be used in the operation. 
The survey work is being done 
for the Department of the In­ 
terior’s Geological Survey div­ 
ision. 
The group, which is now con­ 
ducting geodetic surveys in Al­ 
aska, w as in operation in the 
Hemet area last year. 
Council was assured by Cap­ 
tain McDuff that the helicop­ 
ters will not operate over the 
city and will not operate at 
night.

I have strived for 
and achieved, honest, efficient 
government. 
“Mayor 
Charles D. Farrell, 
who has done so much for Palm 
Springs while serving on the 
Council for nearly 8 years, east 
a dissenting vote on the motion 
to dismiss me. I am exceeding­ 
ly grateful for his expression of 
confidence. 


THE 
COUNCIL’S CHARGES 
against m e are i l l My public 
relations are bad. and ' 2) The 
Council h a s lost confidence in 
my performance as a city m a n ­ 
ager. Nothing is said about the 
honesty or efficiency of my a d ­ 
ministration. Both charges are 
nebulous and neither is su p ­ 
- ported try facts. 
“If good public relations con­ 
sist of being the most popular 
person in town then I am guilty 
of the Council's first charge be­ 
cause I would certainly not win 
a popularity contest. I- do not 
believe th at the city manager, 
as such, should be gauged by 
the m easure of his own public 
relalions but rather by the pub­ 
lic relations of the city a d m in ­ 
istration he heads. 


"GOOD 
MUNICIPAL 
public 
relations consist of courtesy to 
the citizens across our counters 
when they apply for business 
licenses, 
building 
p e r m i t s , 
waste disposal and other city 
services: courtesy in handling 
a citizen when he needs fire 
and police protection, or is guil­ 
ty of som e infraction of 
the 
law; the reputation for im p a r­ 
tial enforcement 
of the law; 
the knowledge that complaints 
or requests for service are h a n ­ 
dled with the same interest and 
dispatch whether they are made 
by rich or poor, influential or 
average citizens. 
“The city m anager can and 
should 
be criticized 
if these 
public relations are not good. 
The record will show that d u r­ 
ing the nearly four years that 
I have served the city, the p ub­ 
lic has been treated courteously 
and im partially at all times. 
The open door policy is rb- 
served by every department and 
the pubiic is invited to review 
any expenditure or record. Cop­

budgets are made available to 
citizens a t the public library 
See RINK.

AVERS CHARLES FARRELL 


‘‘I'm through with polities. 
That statement was uttered by Charles Farrell who person­ 
ally announced at the last meeting of city council that he 
desired to resign as mayor of Palm Springs and who, despite 
the pleadings of other councilmen, persisted in giving oral 
notice of his resignation. 
In a telephone conversation 
with The Desert Sun yesterday, 
Farrell, whose resignation be­ 
comes effective July 31, s ta ’ed 
that he w as in the process al 
that moment of formally noti­ 
fying city council in writing of 
his resignation. 


AT THE SAME TIME, Farrell 
pointed out that he has been a 
long time 
resident 
of Palm 
Springs and although he is not 
going to take an active part 
in politics he added: 
“I plan to be a good citizen 
of Palm Springs and to do my 
share and more if necessary, in 
civic work.” 
He said that the motivating 
reason behind his resignation 
is his commitments in televis­ 
ion as co-star in the nation­ 
wide broadcast of the popular 
program 
entitled 
“My Little 
Margie." and a coast-to-eoast

HORSE RACING BOARD 
DEFERS HEARING ACTION 


California Horse Racing Board 
refused to act at its hearing 
in Los Angelos Monday on ’he 
request of the Palm Springs 
Tuil-Club to set a hearing date 
on its application for establish­ 
ment 
of 
thoroughbred 
horse 
racing in the desert area. 
The Turf Club had r¿quested 
that the hearing be set for Oc­ 
tober when most vacationers 
have returned to the Village. 


ACTION WAS NOT taken by 
the board at this time because 
the petitioners have not 
re­ 
ceived approval for their stock 
promotion issue from the state 
corporation eoipmission. accord­ 
ing to William V. O’Connor, 
chief deputy attorney general, 
counsel for the racing board. 
“The California Racing Board 
cannot consider the application 
until a separate application be­ 
fore the corporation commission 
is granted." O’Connor evplained. 
"Another application before the 
sam e state body filed by the 
Palm Springs Development com ­ 
pany is also pending and it 
loo has a direct bearing on the 
application 
for 
thoroughbred 
racing in Palm Springs.” 
O’Connor indicated that the 
application was also not com ­ 
plete. as it failed to show how 
much money had been pledged 
for the erection and m ainten­ 
ance of the track, and the a m ­ 
ount of money each of the 30 


persons listed as stockholders 
had pledged for the develop­ 
ment of the Palm Springs Turf 
Club proposed track. 
E L. Stancliff, vice president 
of the Palm Springs Turf Club, 
reported following the meeting 
that approval from the corpora 
tion commission is expected in 
the near future. 
Yesterday afternoon in a tel­ 
ephonic 
communication 
with 
The Desert Sun, O’Connor said: 


"WE ARE 
RETURNING the 
application of the Palm Springs 
Turf Club and the $900 deposit 
that organization had placed 
with the California Racing Com­ 
mission last February. At this 
time there is no application 
pending before the commission 
for thoroughbred horse racing."

It was a time, rather, for thanksgiving and hope; thankful that 
there would be no more additions to the casualty lists from 
Korea and hope that still another world svar may be averted 


Although the fruits of our effort to stop Communist aggres­ 
sion in Korea have been realized, there is not the stimulating 
sensation of victory. 
W e cannot help but realize that the 
same forces are still at work. 
We know there is danger iu 
Korean truce but our leaders believe it is worth the calculated 
risk. 
Most of us do too. 


One of the greatest dangers in the Korean armistice—in 
addition to its unfinished business—is a let-down in this 
country like that which occurred in 1918 and 1945. It is not 
as probable as it was after those two other wars because ex 
perience has taught us much. But there is still a feeling among 
many Americans of over-confidence. 
Invincible? We must 
get it out of our heads that it can t happen here. 


I have just been watching a pictorial review oi the Korean 
war on the television screen. 
The cost iu American lives, the 
suffering and hardships, the courage and determination of the

R E S T L E S S N E S S has characterized the affairs of municipal 
government here in Palm Springs ever since the last city 
election. 
The pot boiled over at the City Council meeting a 
week ago. 
What happened was almost inevitable. One of the 
causes was dissatisfaction over policies of the city manager, 
lie will have the opportunity to publicly justify his actions at 
a hearing but that is the only purpose such a hearing would 
have. 
He may be removed at the uncontrolled discretion of 
the Council—and the vote leaves no doubt as to their inten­ 
tions. 


The resignation of Mayor Charles Farrell is particularly re­ 
grettable in view of his popularity and the sincere, unselfish 
service he has performed for the community. 
He has taken 
the job seriously and the responsibilities have weighed heavily 
upon him. 
He has stood for orderly progress anti harmony, 
and has worked hard toward these goals. 
He has a strong 
sense of fairness that has governed all of his actions. 
His 
type of leadership will be hard to replace. 


While he differed with the four other councilmen present 
on the motion to remove Manager Rink on .‘30-day notice, 
Mayor Farrell s resignation immediately after such action was 
taken was not motivated solely 011 that issue. 
The pressure 
of so many other demands upon his time brought him to the 
point that it was with considerable personal sacrifice that he 
carried on his city duties. 
The strain over differences of 
opinion in the city manager issue brought him to the point 
where he seemed to think it best to resign then and there. 
He regretted, he said, that he had not stayed with his decision 
to resign last November. 
It is unfortunate that conditions 
were not such that he could have stayed on until his term 
expired as he had hoped. 


Already this year we have a new City Attorney and Chief 
of Police. 
Now w e are to have a new Mayor and City 
Manager. “The whole town is getting restless,' a business man 
told me the other day, "we 11 never get any place if we don't 
settle down and give experience a chance.' 
There is some 
truth in that observation. But it is more likely due to growing 
pains than anything else—and circumstances beyond control. 
No one can deny that Palm Springs is making progress. 


A healthy sign is that the people are taking more interest 
in the affairs of the city. 
There has not been close enough 
cooperation between the agencies of government and eivc 
groups. 
Both are somewhat to blame. 
Civic groups should 
present the city council and other agencies with their views 
and the council should Ire anxious to get such suggestions. 
If 
civic groups will present the council with constructive pro­ 
grams for the orderly development of the city, we feel sure 
such measures will receive careful consideration. The trouble 
has been that little attention is paid by citizens when the 
council is considering measures. The protests come too la t e - 
after the matters have been acted upon. 


The Desert Sun has been giving careful consideration to 
civic problems and the part which this newspaper can play in 
serving both the people and the city government. 
VAT are 
formulating a plan, to be announced in the near future, which 
we believe will help as much as anything else to create better 
understanding 
between Villagers and 
their governmental 
agencies.

Asks Charter 


Government 


Action D elayed 


Until Septem ber 


Meeting of G ro u p 


A special 7-man committee of 
the Riverside County Associa­ 
tion of Commerce, in session 
at 
Idyllwild, concluded 
five 
months of study by endorsing 
charter government for River­ 
side county. 
The endorsement was accom­ 
panied by a recommendation 
that the association work to 
put it into effect but the asso­ 
ciation decided to delay action 
on the m atter until their Sep­ 
tember meeting, 
which is under consideration in- 
The charter government plan 
volves election of supervisors 
at large and a supervisor-coun- 
ty manager form of govern­ 
ment. 


ROBERT L . MORLAN, associ - 
ate professor of government at 
Redlands University, who a d ­ 
dressed the association, said 
that the basic reason for adopt­ 
ing a charter is to inaugurate 
a county m anager system. 
Saying that "county govern­ 
ment is the dark continent of 
American government,” Morían 
said it has not progressed with 
the times and is still based on 
Anglo-Saxon England. 
The committee’s report w as 
given by Chairman Clarence A. 
Washburn of Indio. It's author 
was Attorney Thomas L. Clay, 
Pedley, secretary of the commit 
tee and f o r m e r Associated 
Chambers president. 


TOPOGRAPHY and climatic 
conditions of the eastern, m id­ 
dle and western portions of 
Riverside county vary greatly 
and influence the economy of 
each with a resultant tendency 
to "arouse those natural sus­ 
picions which are present where 
homogenity does not obtain,” 
the report said. 
"It is necessary as far as pos­ 
sible that our county govern­ 
ment be framed and adm inis­ 
trated that it shall ameliorate 
any partialities, actual or im ­ 
agined,” it added. 
This could be achieved, the 
committee said, by election at 
large of supervisors. 
Morían said that election of 
supervisors at large, following 
nomination by district, tends to 
produce a board which is more 
colunty minded than district 
minded. 
He added that there appears 
tr> be no very good reason for 
election of any oficers but the 
supervisors, although 
m a n y 
charters do retain some other 
elective officials. 
Members of the charter gov­ 
ernment study group in addi­ 
tion to Washburn 
and Clay 
were: W. M. Colburn, Corona; 
W. F. Lambirth, Riverside; Roy 
King, Indio; 
Melvin Hansen, 
Banning, and Grady Setzler, 
Blythe. 
Morían was one of the in ­ 
vestigating group’s chief a d ­ 
visors.
